peache, whom till then I had never ſeen; nor did I comply through 

any proſpect of Reward, or Mercenary end whatever, having neyer 
| had fo much as one farthing from that day to this, nonot ſo much 
as cnc ſhilling ar the delivery of the Subpana. 

Thereſt of the Summer 1 was very quiet, being very kindly treat- 
ed by Oates whenever I came to viſit him. . And after Michaelmas fol- 
lowing Dangerfield ſets up his Plot ; which when L heard of, in Cu- 
riofity I went the next morning to Yates to hear his opinion of it ; 
he was in his Chamber, and when I had ſtayed fome ſmall time with 
him, in came Sir W:/l. Waller, Coll. Manſell, Peter Gill, Mr. Chetwyn, 


and 7ho. Merry, vynh fome others. Waller had a yery great bundle 


of Papers vvhich he pulled out from under this Coat, they having 
that night ſearched Mrs. Celliers Houſe, and brought theſe from

theſe Papers. Likevviſcattervvards I found ſome Papers, bur of no 
great conſequence behind a Pevvter Diſh mm the Kitchen : Says Oates 
ro 
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to this, VVhar are thoſe Papers, ' vyhat is there in them ? _ 
Sir William, the Papiſts have throyyn a Plot upon us; They have 
made the Duke-of Monmoath' a General, and my Lord Macklesfield 
a Licutenant General, anda great many other Officers (vvhich-Sir 
William named, but I forgot ) butSir Williamproceceded, nay, they 
haye done me rhe honour to make me a Collonel: From thence 


they vvent to the Council vvith the Papers, :and only Oates and Fyvere
